PLANE FROM SHIP 
SAVES 27 HOURS IN 
MAIL DELIVERY 
Flies 1275 Miles to New York

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—A mail- 


laden airplane that was catapulted 
from the deck of the liner Europa 
1275 miles from New York landed 
here at 7:55 a. m. today in what 
was believed to be the fastest de- 
livery of trans-Atlantic mail via 
ship and plane. 

The plane, piloted by Joachim 
Blankenburg, German aviator, ef- 
fected a saving of about 27 hours, 
for the Europa will not dock here 
until tomorrow afternoon. 

Leaving the deck of the liner 
at 112. m. yesterday about 600 
miles from Sydney, Cape Breton 
Island, the aerial pustman refueled 
at Sydney and then made the 675- 
mile journey to New York witf one 
stop at Bridgeport, Conn., at 6:25 
o’clock this morning for additional 
fuel.

SEATTLE, Wash., Sept. 9%.— 
Search of the Great Circle route of 
the North Pacific Ocean by the 
United States Coast Guard for Don 
Moyle and Cecil“A. Allen, Japan- 
to-Seattle flyers, was officially re- 
quested here today as the forty- 
eighth hour passed since their de- 
parture from Samushiro Beach. 

At that hour, 12:30 p. m. (Pacific 
standard time, or 2:30. St. Louis 
time), it was thought the pilots, if 
they were not forced down by 
other causes, had exhausted their 
fuel supply. 

W. W. Connor, governor of the 


Washington State chapter of the 
National Aeronautical Association, 
requested Capt. H. D. Hinckley, 
commander of the Northwest divi- 
sion of the Coast Guard, to dis- 
patch ships to look for the flyers. 
Capt. Hinckley sent word to the 
Bering Sea patrol, based at Dutch 
Harbor, in the Aleutian Islands. 

The search was expected to ex- 
tend as far westward as Attu, at 
the tip of the Aleutian Island 
chain, hundreds of miles from the 
nearest radio stations at Dutch Har- 
bor and St. Paul Island. 

Miss Frances Bresson, Riversids, 
Cal., fiancee of Moyle, still clung 
to the hope that the feyers would 
be sighted soon. ‘ 

“They will come,” she exclaimed. 
“— Rnew ik.’ 

If the flyers were forced down 
on some isolated island in the Aleu- 
tians or along ane uninhabited 
stretch of the Alaska or British 
Columbia coast, it may be weeks 
or months before they are heard 
from. 

The California flyers left Japan 
almost two days ago on a non-stop 
flight from Samushiro Beach to 
this city. 

They had not been reported since 
they were sighted 70 minutes after 
leaving the beach, but in view of 
the isolated territory over which 
they would fly and the slowness of 
communication from those parts, 
this was not at first considered 
alarming. 

Many automobiles and hundreds 
of persons crowded Boening Field, 
where the flyers were expected to 
land. They had hoped to reach 
Seattle by noon today (10 a. m., 
St. Louis time). 

Because of a tail wind, aviators 
here were hopeful their gasoline 
supply would last longer than the 
allotted 47 hours. 

Field lights and beacons were 
turned skyward from Boeing Field 
here and from the county airport 
at Tacoma in the early hours. Ships 
and radio stations from the Aleu- 
tian Islands to Seattle were on the 
alert. 

Weather reports had indicated 
favorable flying conditions over the 
latter part of the route. 

Moyle and Allen carried no ra- 
dio and they took a course north 
of the great circle steamship lane. 
They had expected to fly north- 
ward of the Aleutian Islands for 
a considerable distance, then cross 
thé island group and head straight 
for Seattle while still some dis- 
tance from the American main- 
land. 

John Buffelen, capitalist, and 
owner of the plane, was hoping the 
flyers would land in Tacoma. He 
said he would give them $5000 to- 
ward the purchase price of the 
plane tf they would alight in Ta- 
coma or some small city there- 
abouts... He declined, however, to 
make that concession in case of a 
landing in Seattle, Everett or Bel- 
lingham, which have “shown no in- 
terest in the flight.” 


Herndon and Pangborn Make Ap- 
peal to Hoover. 
By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Sept. 9.—Hugh Hern- 
don and Clyde Pangborn, Ameri- 
can aviators, seneé a cablegram to 
President Hoover today requesting 
him to aid them in obtaining a 
permit from Japanese authorities 
to start a nonstop flight from 
Japan to America. 

The flyers appealed to the Pres- 
ident after all other interests work- 
ing in their behalf failed. Hern- 
don and Pangborn were fined re- 
cently for having photographed 
Japanese fortifications while flying 
from Siberia, where their attempt 
ended to lower the record for an 


airplane journey around’ the 

world. 

To start their flight for the 

United States, the Americans

Deputy Warden, Captured 


by 12 Prisoners Refuses 


to Obey Orders and 
Thwarts Revolt. 
By the Associated Press. 
SALT LAKE CITY. Sept. 9.— 
One convict was killed, a guard 


was fatally wounded and four oth- 
ers were injured in an outbreak 
today in the Utah State peniten- 
tiary. The convicts used prison- 
made bombs and knives. Louis 
Deathridge, 29 years old, one of 
the ring leaders, a former St. Louis 
gangster, was shot and killed as 


he attempted to scale the wall, C. 
L. Chrisensen, a guard, died of 
knife wounds; Deputy Warden Wil- 
ford F. Giles was cut in the hand, 
and another guard and two con- 
victs received blackjack and shot- 
gun wounds. 

, Louis Deathridge, serving a rob- 
hery sentence, was shot down by L. 
W. McTavish, a guard in a lookout 
tower on the wall, as he was scal- 
ing a rope ladder attached to an 
iron hook which he had thrown 
over the top. Deathridge’s body 
was dragged by a convict into a cell 
house, where the mutinous prison- 
ers were gathered. 

Guards held prisoner were re- 
leased after Warden R. E. Davis, 
braving the rioters, went into the 
cell house. and persuaded them to 
free the officers. 


Conyicts Surround Deputy. 


A dozen convicts surrounded 
Giles when he entered the _ cell 
house and demanded that he pro- 
duce the Warden. When he re- 
fused, F. C. Hertel, a convict, ran 
into the prison yard and hurled a 
prison-made bomb to the roof of 
the lookout tower on the northeast 
corner of the wall. Its explosion 
was a signal to other convicts and 
the riot was on. 

McTavish, in the northeast tower, 
fired at Hertel and the convict took 
cover. Deathridge then was shot 
down when he made his break for 
liberty. 

Escaping the bonds with which 
the convicts had tied him, the Dep- 
uty Warden ran into the prison 
yard in an effort to draw the riot- 
ers inte the line of the guard's firs. 
The guards sent a stream of bul- 
lets into the cell houses, keeping 
the convicts inside. 


Second Attempt at Escape. 


Hertel, regarded as the leader of 
the attempted break, is serving a 
sentence for assault with a deadly 
weapon. He recently tried to es- 
cape by digging the plaster from 
the wall of his cell with a needle, 
and has been kept in solitary con- 
finement many times. 

Deathridge was armed with a 
pistol, which he was prevented 
using on the Deputy Warden be- 
cause of convicts grouped closcly 
about him during their parley. The 
other rioters carried long prison- 
made knives. 

Giles’ coolness in refusing the 
prisoners’. demand that he produce 
the Warden, and that he order the 
guards off the walls into the prison 
yard, was regarded as having 
thwarted the mutiny. _ 

Police, Deputy Sheriffs and fire- 
men responded to a riot call from 
the prison and climbed on ladders 
tc the top of the wall, where they 
reinforced the guards. 

Warden Davis said the convicts 
have been under strict surveillance 
for two months, in anticipation gf 
an attempted break. Several 
months ago a high woven wire 
fence was erected around the west 
and north side of the prison, out- 
side the wall. 


Convict Slain Was Former St. 
Louis Gangster; Convicted Here. 


Louis Deathridge, alias Louis 
Hoover, was a former St. Louis 
gangster, and was convicted here 
in 1925 on a robbery charge. He 
admitted at the time of his arrest 
in Salt Lake City, Utah, last De- 
cember that he had participated 
with two others in the $3600 hold- 
up of the Grafton State Bank, 
Grafton, Ill, Sept. 22, 1930, and he 
was wanted for another robbery in 
Madison, Wis. ‘ 

His arrest followed a revolver 
fight with a Salt Lake City police 
officer in an attempted grocery 
holdup, during which Deathridge 
was wounded five times. While 
being held in jail awaiting sen- 
tence, he and-eight other prisoners 
escaped for a day but were recap- 
tured. He was serviing a sentence 
of 5 to 30 years for robbery. Rec-

New York Legislative Commit- 
tee Investigating Brokerage 
Account of Bookkeeper.

NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—A _ stock 
brokerage account of Russell T. 
Sherwood, Mayor Walker's personal 
bookkeeper, was under inquiry to- 
day by the Legislative Committee 


investigating municipal depart- 


ments. 
The committee is curious about 
the source of securities which it 
suspects Sherwood put up for the 
Mayor during declines in stocxs. 
The account gave little informa- 
tion except to indicate that Sher- 
wood had other brokerage accounts 
and a bank account. Mayor Walk- 
er’s own accounts were obtained 
prior to his departure for Europe. 
Sherwood is sought for question- 
ing by the committee. He has said 
he will await Mayor Walker’s re- 
turn before returning to New York 
to testify. He was heard from at 
Atlantic City, but has left there 
Samuel Seabury, counsel for the 
committee, said he had no imme- 


diate intention of summoning the 
Mayor as a witness. 
Seabury intends to investigate 


charges that only unemployed per- 
sons loyal to the Democratic party 
have been able to obtain relief jobs 
on Staten Island. Records of the 
Richmond (Staten@sland) borough 
president’s office, which is in 
charge of the relief, have been sub- 
penaed by Seabury.

ALABAMA POLICE CHIEF 
AND EX-MAYOR KILLED 


Hands on Shoulders, Face to 
Face, They Shoot It Out in 
Hartford Street. 


By the Associated Press. 
HARTFORD, Ala., Sept. 9.— 


Chief of Police J. C. Roady and 
former Mayor J. H. Radford shot 
each other to death on the main 
street here today after a quar- 
rel over operating a road scrap- 
ing machine in front of Radford’s 
home. 

Witnesses said the men met in 
front of Roady’s office and after 
exchanging a few words, each 
placed his left hand on the other's 
shoulder and began firing pistols 
in their right hands, 

About 50 persons saw the shoot- 
ing. Radford was shot five times. 
Four bullets entered Roady’s body. 
Roady died immediately and Rad- 
ford lived only a few minutes. 

Friends said ill feeling had ex- 
isted between the two men (for 
several years. Roady was active 
against liquor law viqgators, while 
Radford had been arrested twice, 
authorities said, on charges of vio- 
lating the dry laws.

SOUVENIR HUNTERS CARRY OFF

FARM BOARD NOT TO ASK 


FOR MORE MONEY, STONE SAYS 


Chairman Declares No Further 


Purchases of Wheat and Cotton 
Are Contemplated.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—Chair- 


man Stone of the Farm Board said 


today “we do not contemplate ask- 
ing the next Congress for any more 
money.” 

Stone reiterated that the board 

did not contemplate any furthée? 
purchases of wheat and cotton 
through its stabilization corpora- 
tions. It now holds about 1,300,000 
bales of cotton and 200,000,000 
bushels of wheat, bought at a time 
when the price of these commodi- 
ties was mucn higher than it is 
now. 
Under the agricultural marketing 
act, the board was given a revolv- 
ing fund of $500,000,000 when it 
began operations in July, 1929. The 
last of this $500,000,000 was ap- 
propriated for the board in the last 
Congress. 


New York Central Outs Salaries. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—Salary 
reductions ranging from 10 to 20 
per cent, effective Oct. 1, were an- 
nounced today by the New York 
Central Railroad, the directors of 
which also reduced the quarterly 
dividend to $1. Those receiving 
over $500 and less than $1667 a 
month will receive a 10 per cent 
reduction in salaries. Those receiv- 
ing $1667 and less than $3350 will 
have their pay reduced 15 per cent

Six- 
teen men and one woman were 
charged with assault and disorderly 
conduct. Fines for obstructing po- 
lice were imposed in some cases, 
Other prisoners were sentenced to a 
month at hard labor. The woman, 
Muriel Guest, was bound over for 
12 months.

ST. GLAIR COUNTY TREASURER 
URGES HIGHER TAX RATE 


Estimates Revenue at Less Than 
Enough to Pay Deficit, Outlay 
at Double the Income. 

Although the St. Clair County 
Board of Supervisors recommended 
yesterday an appropriation of $405,- 
487 for general operating expenses 
for the next fiscal year, County 
Treasurer Edwin Schaefer pointed 
out that the estimated revenue 
from county taxes would be ape- 
proximately half that amount. 

The county tax rate of 25 cents 
on the $100 of valuation was es- 
tablished in 1870, according to 
Schaefer, and is inadequate to 
meet present expenses. The last 
valuation for tax purposes, cover- 
ing real estate and personal prop- 
erty, was $137,000,000. For the 
fiscal period of 1930-31 taxes 
amounting to $332,500 were as- 
sessed, and approximately $300,000 


/was collected. County expenses 


totaled $465,543, and the differ-

U. S. Senator Carey, at Hearing, 
Says He Favors Turning Area 
Over to State.

Winger objected to State control 
and said the Federal agencies were 
better qualified to administer this 
area for the benefit of the people 
of Jackson Hole than the State. 

Dr. Robert Hocg¢fr, State Game 
aud Fish Commf*sioner, replied 
that he “blushed to think that there 
wculd not be men in Wyoming big 
enough and with ample ability to 
administer and supervise an area 
of this nature without importing 
them from outside the State.”

Better Team Again Beaten. 

The following year the Cardinals 
won the pennant and they were fa- 
vored to beat the Yankees, who, if 
you remember, were badly crip- 
pled. But Babe Ruth and Lou Geh- 
rig went on a devastating batting 
rampage and the Yankees won. The 
Cardinals were a better team tbat 
year. The Yankees wére fading, 
as proved by their showing the next 
year, but in that short series the 
American Leaguers were invinci- 
ble. 

Connie Mack’s Athletics carried 
the banner of the better team to 
victory in 1929, when they beat the 
Cubs and last year when they de- 
feated the Cardinals. But even so, 
they had to have the breaks in 
both series. Many persons still be- 
lieve that if Hack Wilson hadn't 
lost that ball in the sun in the 1929 
series the Cubs would have gained 
the upper hand. Then last year one 
hit beat Grimes in St. Louis and 
five hits beat him in Philadelphia. 
And that game in the East might 
have gone the other way if Grimes 
had sprinted to second on a 
grounder that Boley knocked down 
and retrieved. 

It doesn’t take much of a break 
to turn the tide in a ball game or 
a short series. If Hallahan and 
Derringer were to give the Cardi- 
nals the jump by taking the first 
two games, the Athletics might do 
a tailspin that would make every- 
body. remember the Mack team of 
1914.

W. D. Edenburn of Detroit, rep- 
resentative of the Yachtsmen’s As- 
sociation of America on the Racing 
Commission, granted Wood's re- 
quest. He said, however, Charics 
F, Chapman of New York, the 
other member of the commission, 
would have to concur in his ruling 
before the “no race’’ verdict could 
be altered. 

From New York last night came 
word that Chapman was of the 
opinion that the 1931 renewal 
should stand as “no race.” He 
added, however, his belief that it 
is a question for the Yachtsmen’s 
Association, as the national au- 
thority, to decide. 

Edenburn had left Detroit for 
Toronto last night before the word 
from Chapman was received. 

The point at issue is whether any 
name shall go into the records of 
the international competition and 
on the trophy plaque as the 1931 
winner. 

If Edenburn’s ruling of yester- 
day, that Miss America VIII “‘won” 
the race by completing half of the 
30-mile distance, the name of a 13- 
year-old boy probably will be re- 
corded as the winner.

Hopping on the Commission. 
OPPING on boxing commis- 


sions appears to have become 
a nation wide pastime. The New 
York board, having essayed the 
role of absolute monarch of its 
realm and the rest of the world, 
too, comes in for an unusual 
amount of this panning.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—A ma- 
terial decrease in the proportion of 
men gainfullyémployed, and a de- 
cided increase in the percentage of 


4 women so occupied, is reported by 


the Census Bureau-for 1930. The 
comparisons are with the reports 
for 1920. 

There were 48,832,589 gainful 
workers in the United States last 
year—38,053,795 boys and men; 
10,778,794 women and girls. 

These male gainful workers rep- 
resented but 76.2 per cent of the 
male population 10 years of age 
and over, as against 78.2 per cent 
in 1920; 81.3 per cent in 1910, and 
80 per cent in 1900. 

More Women at Work. 

As the male percentage declined. 
more women got gainful jobs, 18.8 
per cent of women and girls over 
10 years being at work in 1900, 
23.4 per cent in 1910, 21.1 per cent 
in 1920, 22.1 per cent in 1930. 

Domestic service still had the 
greatest number of women wage 
earners, 3,149,391, with manufac- 
turing second in importance, and 
professional’ service, principally 
teaching, third. 

Manufacturing and allied tndus- 
tries had the greatest number of 
men, with agriculture second and 
trade third. 

Agriculture, the only pursuit of- 
fering a close comparison with 
1920, had 9,568,347 male workers,

Women in Professional Service. 

A change in computation method 
made decade-to-decade compari- 
sons in other industries’ difficult.

CAMPAIGR CONTRIBUTIONS 
ARE COMING IN SLOWLY 


Financial Statements of Both Par- 
ties Show They Are in 
Need of Money. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—Re- 
ports from the Republican and 
Democratic Committees for the 
third quarter just filed with the 
Clerk of the House under the cor- 
rupt practices act, show both par- 
ties need financial help. The Re- 
publican balance for the period 
ending Sept. 1 was reduced from 
$53,062 to $14,324, despite contri- 
butions of $33,719 during the three 
months. Democrats went into Sep- 
tember with a balanee of $9788, 
but were forced to call on Chair- 
man John J. Raskob for $30,000 in 
additional loans in the quarter, 
running his total in loans to $325,- 
250. 

Meanwhile, the Democrats are 
rreparing to solicit a million dol- 
lars with which to retire Raskob 
Icans and other notes amounting to 
more than $400,000 in order that 
they may start the next campaign 
clear of indebtedness. 

Contributions of $28,582 were re- 
ported by the Allied Forces of Pro- 
hilition for the last three months.

the fund. Daniel A. Poling, one of 
the. chief organizers of the new 
prohibition organization, was re- 
ported as advancing $24;000 in 
loans.

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RED GROSS TO USE LOCAL 
FUNDS TO AID UNEMPLOYED 


National Chairman Gives Instruc- 
tions to Chapters on Assisting 
Jobless. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9. — In- 
structions to local Red Cross chap- 
ters under which they may extend 
unemployment relief next winter 
were being drafted today at na- 
tional headquarters. John Barton 
Payne, national chairman, was 
preparing a letter to all Red Cross 
chapters instructing them to use 
their own funds for relief of the 
jobless if distress was not being 
cared for by other agencies. 

The letter will permit the Red 
Cross to play a big part through 
its local chapters in preventing dis- 
tress among the jobless despite the 
traditional policy of the national 
Organization of confining its ef- 
forts to disasters caused by “‘‘acts 
of God.” 

Chairman Payne explained the 
instructions would not constitute a 
change in policy for the national 
relief organization. He said it had 
been the policy of the Red Cross to 
use national funds only for dis- 
asters caused by-nature. The Ked 
Cross head pointed out that local 
chapters could accomplish much 
in administering relief without re- 
ceiving funds from national head- 
quarters, because most of the mon- 
ey raised in the annual roll call is 
retained by local Red Cross organ- 
izations. 


$400,000,000 IN POSTAL 
SAVINGS, HIGHEST ON RECORD 


Deficit in Mail Service Expected 
to Reach $150,000,000 for 
Current Fiscal Year. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—A post- 
al deficit of $150,000,000 for the 
current fiscal year was predicted 
today by Acting Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Coleman as postal savings 
mounted to the new record of -ap- 

proximately $400,000,000. 

While hard times were affecting 
the postal revenues, Coleman said 
the savings had doubled, indica<- 
ing hoarding of capital. Postal re- 
ceipts, after 15 years of steady in- 
crease, have dropped $50,000,600. 

The latest estimate for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1952, puts the 
receipts at $656,000,000 against 
$705,000,000 last year. 

Postal savings increased from 
$175,000,000 to $350,000,000 in the 
year ending June 30, 1931, and now 
are about $400,000,000. 

The postal receipts of 50 selected 
cities failed to show acceleration in 
the mail order business, There 
was a 9.61 per cent decrease for 
August,-over the same month a 
year ago, as compared with an 8.16 
per cent decrease in July over the 
same month a year ago.

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GERMANY REPORTS 
ARMAMENTS WELL 
WITHIN THE LIMITS 


Statement to League Shows 
Four Ships of Line, Half 
as Many as Allowed Un- 


der Versailles Treaty. 


NOT ABLE TO BUILD 
UP TO THE MAXIMUM 


Lacks Armed Land Forces 
Overseas, War Planes at 
Home and Abroad, and 


Submarines. 


By the Associated Press, 

GENEVA, Sept. 9.—Germany’s 
statement showing an army of 
100,500 men and 4500 officers and 
a mavy personnel of 15,000 men 
and 1500 officers was published 
today by the League of Nations 
secretariat. 

Foreign Minister Julius Curtius, 
in a foreword, said that Germany 
had not yet been able to build the 
fleet up to the limit laid down in 
the Versailles treaty and that the 
report disclosed “how meager Ger- 
many’s armament is compared with 


cther states of corresponding ter- 
ritory and population.” 

“The navy possesses, for exam- 
ple, only four commissioned ships 
of the line,”’ he said, “whereas, ac- 
cording to Article 181 of the Ver- 
sailles treaty, and the regulations 
of the Interallied Marine Control 
Commission, six ships of the line 
should be in service and two ships 
of the line in reserve—in other 
words, twice ks many.” 

There were many blank spaces in 
the German statement under cap- 
tions prescribed by the League 
Council. These showed the lack of 
armed land forces overseas, of 
armed air forces stationed in Ger- 
many and abroad, and of subma- 
rines., 

On the other hand, Germany has 
four ships of the line more than 20 
years old and two “vest pocket” 
battleships under construction as 


well as the recently launched 
Deutschland. No aircraft carriers 


were shown, but five light cruisers 
and one under construction were 
reported. Germany, has 26 de- 
stroyers and torpedo boats and 113 
auxiliaries, such as tugs and mine 
sweepers. The total naval tonnage 
is 125,780. 

Canada for French Formula. 

Canada’s support fur the princi- 
ple of “arbitration, security and 
disarmament’—the French formu- 
la—was anndunced to the assembly 
of the league today by Hugh Guth- 
rie, Canadian delegate, who is mak- 
ing his first appearance at Geneva. 
This support, he said, would be 
in the nature of sympathetic co-op- 
eration in whatever plan may final- 
ly be agreed on. 

“Canada has no need for greater 
armaments,” he said. “She has but 
one international boundary. The 
United States of America, a great 
friendly country, is our only im- 
mediate neighbor and we are con- 
vinced that the peaceful aims and 
aspirations of that great country 
both rival and support our own.” 

While accepting the French po- 
sition that disarmament follows 
rather than precedes security, 
Guthrie also expressed the belief 
that “general disarmament on @ 
very extended scale may take place 
within a reasonable time with ab- 
solute security to all nations con- 
cerned. He based this belief upon 
treatfes and covenants looking to 
security which already exists be- 
tween various countries. 

Referring to the work of the 
European commission, the Cana- 
djan delegate, indicated that he 
would at some future o€casion set 
forth Canada’s opposition to pro- 


posals for tariff preferences for 
European countries exporting 
wheat. Canada, as one of the 


world’s great exporting countries, 
is known to object to any such 
preferential system as an infringe- 
ment of her right to an open mar- 
ket in Europe. 

Ghika of Rumania Spcaks.

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HOOVER SEEKS CREDIT 
FOR COTTON EXPORTS 


Confers With Bankers and Con- 
siders Advisability of Inter- 
national Meeting.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—Presi- 


dent Hoover is holding a series of 
discussions with bankers and cot- 
ton brokers over the possibility of 


creating banking credits for ex- 
ports of cotton. 
At the same time the White 


House and the State and Agricul- 
ture Departments are considering 
the possibility and advisability of 
calling an international conference 
on the subject of cotton produc- 
tion. 

The President believes, it was 
said at the White House, that, s0 
far as this country is now con- 
cerned, the necessity of establish- 
ing credits for exports is para- 
mount rather than talk of control 
or restriction of acreage. 

The President was described as 
of the opinion that the Federal 
Government had no agency through 
which it could restrict acreage and 
believed that such action was a 


matter for the producers them- 
selves to handle. 
The President conferred at 


length yesterday with W. L. Clay- 
ton of Houston, Tex., the head of 
one of the largest cotton firms in 
the country, and with Eugene 
Meyer, Governor of the Federal Ke- 
serve Board, and George R, James, 
a member of the board. 

It was said at the White House 
today that the conferences yester- 
day did not develop any specific 
plan and that the discussions would 
be continued either through meet- 
ings or correspondence, 

Several Southern Senators have 
brought forward plans for bolster- 
ing the price of cotton. They call 
for the Government carrying over 
several million bales of this year’s 
crop for those farmers who would 
agree not to plant any cotton next 


year. 
Senator Caraway, Democrat, 
Arkansas, came to Washington 


Monday to press such a plan up- 
on President Hoover. ~*~ 

Caraway wants the Government 
to buy 8,000,000 bales at not less 
than 8 cents a pound to be al- 
located to farmers who would agree 
not to plant next year. The farmiers

$800,000,000 U. S. BOND ISSUE 
NOT GREATLY OVERSUBSCRIBED 


Unimpressive Response Due to Low 
Interest Rate and Long Ma- 
turity of Securitics. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—Over- 
subscription by $140,599,540 of the 
Treasury $800,000,000 3 per cent 
20-24-year bond issue is announced 
by Secretary Mellon. The response 
to the bond issue was unexpectedly 
low, and while no Treasury offictals 
would comment, it was pointed out 
the interest on the bonds was 34s 
per cent less than had been antici- 
pated by. financial interests of the 
country. The issuc also was for a 
longer term of years than had been 
expected and it was thought the 
two factors combined toward mak- 
ing money interests chary of -the 
issue. 

At the same time, the other sec- 
tion of the Treasury's $1,100,000,- 
000 security issue, which was in 
short-term certificates, was over- 
subscribed four times. 

The money raised in the $1,100,- 
000,000 security sale will be used 
by the Treasury to retire $634,090,- 
000 of certificates which mature on 
Sept. 15, to allow $30,000,000 in- 
terest on the public debt and pro- 
vide funds for operating the Gov- 
ernment until Dec. 15. 

The small oversubscription was 
regarded in some quarters as a 
warning from _ financial interests 
that the Treasury would have to 
increase the interest if bonds are 
offered in December when matur- 
ing securities total $990,000,000. 

Secretary Mellon said all sub- 
scriptions of $100,000 or less to tiie 
3 per cent issue would be allotted 


in full.

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CHILE'S WAR CHIEF 
SAYS ALL'S QUIET, 


People Anxious to Get Back 

to Work After Mutiny— 

Presidential Elections to 
‘Be Held Oct. 4. 


.

SANTIAGO, Chile, Sept. 9.—The 


mutiny quelled, the Chilean navy 


dropped anchors today in and near 
the port of Valparaiso under the 
watchful eyes of the Air Corps, The 
War Council began to weigh the 
punishment to be meted out to its 
mutineers. 

The flagship La Torre, largest 
fighting ship in Latin American 
waters, was anchored at the Quin- 
tero naval base. Its former rebel 
commanders were in irons aboard 
ship and about 1000 members of 
the crew were quartered in bar- 
racks ashore under guard. 

The remainder of the fleet was 
in Valparaiso Bay. Officers were 
held on board pending further or- 
ders and some of the sailors were 
confined to barracks. Some will be 
sent to Santiago for trial. 

Alt the ships were convoyed in 
last night by a squadron of hydro- 
airplanes prepared to start bomb- 
ing at the first sign of trouble. 

Gen. Vergara, commander in 
chief of the army and navy, said 
all Chile was quiet. He denied ru- 
mors that there was new unrest in 
Antofogasta and Iquique. 

The people apparently were anx- 
ious to get back to work and were 
desirous that the investigation of 
the mutiny be terminated as speed- 
ily as possible. As soon as condi- 
tions become normal the campaign 
for presidential elections on Oct. 
4 will begin under the provisions 
of a state of siege which continues 
until the end of the month. 

At the Quintero naval base it 
was said that when the _ revolt 
broke out the rebels jammed the 
engines on most of the naval air- 
planes, but the trouble was (iscove 
ered by a loyal officer, who or- 
dered a rebel mechanic to repair

War and Peace. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE argument offered in “Salute to 

War” is ably challenged by your edi- 
torial, “Give Peace a Trial." War secms 
constructive only because by its sheer 
ruthlessness it clears the field for new 
action and new ideas. Construction fol- 
lows as a natural consequence and, if 
man had not been a builder as well as 

a destroyer, war would have finished him 
a ago. It is, therefore, not logical to | 
conclude that without war there would 
have been no progress. 

However, war is able to accomplish, 
for the time being, that which peace can- 
not seem to bring about: the rallying of 
an entire people to a common cause, a 
gesture in itself constructive, regardless 
of its object. War is cosmic, drawing 
the individual back into the mass, in de- 
fense of the race which includes the in- 
dividual; peace is individual, the right 
of each man to go his way as he will. 
Peace lulls us into complacency only be- 
cause man, as yet, has no concept of the 
possibilities of individual development 
under peaceful, rational, decent living 
conditions, which, for the greater part 
of humanity, still do not exist, nor any 
concept of the idea that while he is in- 
dividual he is also cosmic. When we are 
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FROCK COATS VS. LEADERSHIP. 

Every once in a while, during the recurrent and 
usually vapid confabulations at Geneva, someone 
tosses a real idea before the frock-coated gentlemen 
who represent the nations there. Some years ag0, 
at a meeting labeled “disarmament parley” in the 
Swiss town, Maxim Litvinoff, the Russian emissary, 
committed the unforgivable breach of politesse by 
taking it seriously. He proposed simply that all na- 
tions disarm and announced that Soviet Russia 
would be glad to enter into a compact to that effect. 
The seed Litvinoff sowed raised nothing but a crop 
of elevated eyebrows. 3 

Yesterday at Geneva Dino Grandi, Foreign Min- 
ister of Italy, made a far less drastic and more feas- 
ible suggestion, namely, that a truce in the building 
of armaments be declared at once and continue 
through the period of the disarmament conference 
next February. The suggestion was made in the as- 
sembly of the League of Nations which, if anything, 
is a debating chamber. However, far from creating 
debate, this fine suggestion, coming from a country 
supposedly afire with imperialistic ambition, did not 
even draw a cheer from the frock coats. The only 
sequel was the broad smiles on the faces of the Ger- 
mans, who are already disarmed, and some profitless 
chatter in the lobbies afterward. 
The incident illustrates the bankruptcy of leader- 
ship from which the world suffers. Everyone, in- 
cluding the frock coats, or stuffed shirts, knows that 
the economic condition of the world is in no condi- 
tion for a race in armaments. The peoples of Europe 
especially are groaning under almost confiscatory 
taxation, millions are out of work, industry is in the 
lowest ebb of many years, yet the Governments are 
shelling out money for warships, cruisers, sub- 
marines, poison gas, fighting airplanes, big guns, 
little guns and all the other paraphernalia of con- 
flict. If the proverbial man from Mars should ap- 
pear upon the earth, he would question the earth’s 
sanity. He would be amazed at so-called political 
leaders who could correct this condition immediately 
if they had the gumption, force and cleverness to do 
so. 
Gen. Tasker Bliss said the last war began because 
there were so many fellows running around Europe 
with rifles in their hands. There are more of sucb 
fellows today than there were in 1913. The military 
establishments of the various countries, as. we point- 
ed out some time ago, are far more elaborate and 
costly than they were in 1913. Entirely new armies 
have sprung into being, such as the army of Poland, 
the army of Jugo-Slavia, the army of Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, like so many dragon teeth planted by the 
so-called peace treaties. 
But wholly aside from the temptation to war 
caused by readiness for it, the most conclusive ar- 
gument against further armament is economic.

Now, every instinct in one repulses this 
as an unwholesome state of affairs. We 
read the Declaration of Independence, 
and find that this country was founded 
on the principle that tts children would 
enjoy “life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness.” One is not living who is fear- 
ful, one is not enjoying liberty who is 
bound to the chains’ of fear, much less 
even deprivation or want of the common 
necessities, and it is indeed a futile pur- 
suit of happiness that the average work- 
er now has laboring under the present 
conditions. 

Does not Our general political plan 
need a complete overhauling? Many in- 
cidents make one wonder if somewhere, 
somehow, an individual could be found 
big enough to take the reins of govern- 
ment and really endeavor to let us ali in- 
duige in life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness. ive wy 
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Wealth poured into armies and navies is not bread 
cast upon the waters, but the sweat and labor of the 
multitude turned into waste. Money spent for guns 
and accoutrements is spent unproductively. Whatever 
arguments there may be for preparedness fall before 
the stark necessities of modern conditions. The 
world, in face of poverty, simply cannot afford to 
continue laying gold, frankincense and myrrh before 
the great god Moloch. 

Mr. Hoover knows this to be true, as do Prime 
Minister MacDonald, Premier Laval, Mussolini, Stalin 
and all the rest of the responsible chieftains of state. 
To the end of coming to an agreement, a disarma- 
ment parley has been called, and it is to anticipate 
this parley and to create a favorable atmosphere for 
it that Grandi of Italy proposes a truce. Just yester- 
day we reprinted an article from the Springfield 
Republican which reviewed the opinions of the 
scholars who met at Williamstown last month to 
discuss the world’s affairs. One of the most striking 
opinions offered and agreed upon by the assembled 
pundits was that the disarmament conference “is 
bound to be a failure and ought, for the sake of the 
disarmament cause, to be postponed.” 

It is not that the men at Williamstown are under 
any illusion that the world is not desperately in 
need of the economic relief occasioned by disarma- 
ment. They have merely scanned the political heav- 
ens and find no hopeful augury that the nations will 
agree to lay down their arms, even in part. They 
were unable to say that a world racked by the con- 
sequences of the last war has learned its lesson. In- 
stead, they find fear, suspicion and hatred so pre- 
valent that no nation has the courage and the wis- 
dom to take the first step. 

Grandi’s offer, however, blunts the edge of Wil- 
liamstown’s pessimism. Italy, by the words of a re- 
sponsible spokesman, is willing to call it quits. It 
is not necessary to peer behind Italy’s motives. Per- 
haps it is because Mussolini finds it impossible to 
keep abreast of the armament race that he desires 
to stop it. Regardless of Italy’s reason, however, she 
has made a splendid contribution to the solution of 
our common troubles. Is its only effect to be a little 
chatter in the lobbies of the League of Nations Build- 
ing at Geneva? 

It seems to us that Italy's offer presents Mr. Hoov- 
er with one of those opportunities that come to few 
Presidents. He could electrify the world by accept- 
ing Italy’s proposal for the United States. Will he do 
so, or will he permit the Geneva conference next 
February to be another one of those dull, quarrel- 
some, compromising sessions that we have been led 
to expect from past performances?

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LEGISLATION AND COTTON. 

On call of Gov. Sterling, the Texas Legislature 
assembled in special session yesterday to enact laws 
for curtailing next year’s cotton crop. The Gover- 
nors of other Southern states are reported as pre- 
pared to take similar action if Texas, which pro 
duces a third of the nation’s cotton, sets the pace. 

Meantime the Texas Weekly doubts that legislation 
can help the cotton situation and cites figures and 
conditions to show that cotton is suffering, not so 
much from over-production as from under-consump- 
tion. The trouble with cotton, examined in the light 
of the facts, seems to be that Europe is no longer 
buying as it formerly did. For example, Great Brit- 
ain that used to buy an average of more than 10,000 
bales a day at the beginning of the cotton season 
has taken less than that amount during the past 
month. Again, more cotton has been exported to 
Japan and China during the last 30 days—137,000 
bales—than to all the rest of the world. Europe’s 
purchases in the same time have been 107,000 bales, 
as compared with 368,000 bales during the corre- 
sponding period of last year. Ordinarily, Europe's 
consumption of cotton is three times that of Japan 
and China. 

What will it profit the American planter to re- 
duce his acreage and advance -the price of cotton 
when Europe today is unable to buy 7-cent cotton? 
That is the question raised by the Texas Weekly, and 
restricted production and higher prices, we submit, 
do not seem to be the answer. 

The rational answer is the revived buying power 
of Europe. Revived buying power is the rational 
solution to all the problems of over-production. How 
to revive buying power is the task of statesmen 
everywhere. It will never be solved by grasshopper 
economics. 
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WANTED: WORN OUT SHOES, ETC. 

These are hard times for the man who uses 
crutches. When able bodied men and women cannot 
find work and are forced to rely upon the help of 
others for their living, the lot of the physically 
handicapped becomes worse than before. It is for 
these unfortunates that Goodwill Industries of St.

Sometimes a showy, pictorial person, with 
egotism bubbling out of every pore; sometimes a drab, 
diffident wight, who does his stuff and quietly sub- 
sides, leaving nothing but the fact that he delivered.

The eminent Shakspearean scholar, Mr. Gene Tun- 
ney, tells us all about it in a book presently to be 
published, which a friend of the former fighter has 
written.

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RECALLING THE VOLUNTEER BRIGADE. 
Information that a volunteer fire brigade is being 
formed by residents of Dewey Heights brings with 
it happy recollections of a long-forgotten past.

Its of- 
fices were the posts of prominence, achieved only in 
reward for long and meritorious service.

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Waning Power of the Press 


Both number and influence of dailies are waning; absentee ownership reduces vigor of 
publications; economic struggle prevents crusading, as in former times; individu- 
ality of editors no longer impressed on publications; assumption that public wants 
sensationalism is false; loss of prestige due to voluntary abdication of leadership. 
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ESPITE the increased news we are 
Pporintine both foreign and domestic, de- 

spite much intelligent comment, the fact 
is that the power of the press in the United 
States and elsewhere to influence public 
opinion is declining. 

Within 10 years, fully 300 American dailies 
have perished, and the births hardly offset 
a tithe of the loss. There is now evidence 
that the trend among newspapers is as dis- 
tinctly toward monopoly as elsewhere in 
industry. Chicago, for example, has prac- 
tically only two morning dailies, Pittsburg / 
but one. New York has seen in recent years 
the disappearance of the Herald, Sun and 
World from the morning field. There are 
only three serious English language ones 
left, and one of these is very weak. 

Again, we have the phenomenon of chain 
ownership by Mr. Hearst, Mr. Gannett, the 
Scripps-Howard syndicate, the Ridder broth- 
ers, and various other groups. This control 
of many dailies brings with it their stand- 
ardization, the simultaneous printing of the 
same editorial in perhaps 26 cities, the ab- 
sence of any powerful local figure in the 
editorial rooms and, finally, absentee own- 
ership. Each one of the three daily news-~ 
papers of Pittsburg, for example, is owned 
and managed from New York. 

More than that, we have the disappear- 
ance of the great editér, the vibrant per- 
sonality often nationally known, like Henry 
Watterson, Horace Greeley, Godkin, Charles 
A. Dana, Samuel Bowles and many others. 
In some cases, as in that of the New York 
Times, this is a deliberate policy. Mr. Ochs 
feel that the institution should be every- 
thing and should transcend not only the 
owner, but any editorial personage. 


In other cases, the great editor does not 
appear because the daily no longer offers 
him the editorial freedom it formerly did— 
Mr. Godkin was as unhampered by the own- 
ership of the Evening Post as if he owned 
it himself, while Mr. Dana, Mr. Greeley and 
Mr. Bowles owned their own papers. 

The modern newspaper owner is engaged 
in a life and death struggle against steadily 
rising costs and fierce competition in a busi- 
hess which requires ever greater capital in- 
vestment. He wants to live at peace in the 
He 
desires no crusading editor and no myick- 
raker to attack capital or privilege, or vest- 
ed interests, whether those be bootleggers 
or corrupt machine politicians or conscience- 
less magnates of public service corporations. 

Yes, the newspaper manager of today 
must advance; year by year he must show 
increased circulation for its own sake and 
in order to get more advertising. To stand 
still is to die. As a result the editorial page, 
provided it igs safe, sane and harmless, in- 
terests the business manager far less than 
Calvin Coolidge’s daily platitudes or the 
latest comic strips. Some of our richest 
and most successful dailies are practically 
wighout editorial pages: at least there are 
those like the Philadelphia Bulletin and the 
New York Sun that are without any force- 
ful or distinguished or effective editorial 
writing.

of a big personality in his editorial rooms 
lest such an editor rob him ef some of his 
prestige and relegate him to the second- 
fiddle bench in his happy journalistic or- 
chestra. Again, a vigorous editor might 
develop “isms,” suddenly become “radical,” 
and so become a disturber of the newspa- 
per’s traffic in its progress toward greater 
and greater prosperity.” 


But I hear it said: “After all, the editor 
only gives the public what it wants.” Bosh! 
That is the excuse with which the editor 
salves what little remains of his own con- 
science. There are editors galore who as- 
sure you that you cannot make a success 
of a daily without comic strips, “funny” 
Sunday supplements, sensational pictures 
all over the news pages and headlines that 
render the makeup typographically crazy. 

How is it, then, that the New York Times 
has made such a tremendous success with- 
out comic strips, or Sunday comics, or head- 
line atrocities, or endless vulgarities? How 
is it that the Baltimore Sun and the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch live well, if not rolling in lux- 
ury, by keeping to the best standards of the 
old journalism—dignity, taste, accuracy, 
newsiness, and eschew the vulgar, the banal 
and screaming sensationalism? 

The facts are, of course, that the journal- 
ist of conscience prefers to have his journal 
Rerish rather than to pander to the base- 
ness which lies hidden in us all; that he 
would deem himself recreant to his public 
trust if he sought to shoulder off upon the 
public his own responsibility fer his acts. 
He is perfectly aware that the loss of edi- 
torial prestige and power to control public 
opinion by the sound and honest opinions 
of the editors is due to the voluntary abdi- 
cation of journalistic leadership by the hired 
journalists dnd the owners themselves. 

He realizes also, in all charity, that the 
press as a whole is in the grip of those 
mighty economic currents which are also 
making over the whole industrial, social and 
political life of the world, and are sweeping 
us into revolution so vast that no man can 
now gauge its extent or predict the outcome.

Master Sergeant Jimmie Tate. 
parachute expert of the Thirty-fifth 
Division Air Service, Missouri Na- 
tional Guard, has added another 
“caterpillar” to his list. 

Walter Hunter, Sparta (Ill.), pi- 
lot who leaped from his burning 
plane Monday at Cleveland when it 
took fire during the Thompson Tro- 
phy speed race, told Sergt. Tate 
yesterday that a parachute packed 
by Tate had carried him down to 
safety. He jumped from an alti- 
tude of 150 feet for one of the 
lowest emergency parachute escapes 
on record.

Her power in Tiflis 
is unlimited, and even the mighty 
ruler of that city, Comrade Eliava, 
bows respectfully and politely 
when the old Georgian lady enters 
his office and makes some demand 
of him. To any of his visitors 
who do not know the old lady, 
Eliava whispers anxiously, “That is 
Stalin’s little mother,” whereupon 
all present stiffen with respect. 
When Stalin’s grown son failed to 
get through the technical school in 
Moscow and showed no enthusiasm 
for science, Stalin at once exiled 
him to a remote part of Georgia, 
giving him this wise advice, “If 
you don’t want to be an engineer, 
be a cobbler.” But when Stalin’s 
sister married a Czech Commun- 
ist. he celebrated the event with 
Asiatic pomp in an affair that 
combined Tsarist lavishness and 
barbaric splendor. 


T home, in the seclusion of his 

estate, Stalin spends his spare 

time reading. He reads 
voraciously and eagerly, try- 
ing to acquire the education 
that he still Jacks. He de- 
votes himself © exclusively to 
Marxism, political economy and 
the like. He has no interest in 
general literature. He knows but 
little of any foreign poets and 
writers, and he admires only one 
Russian author, the old critic Pis- 
arev, who could not understand 
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why there were people who wrote 
in such a way that the ends of 
their lines rhymed and who for 
that reason refused to take Push- 
kin seriously. Stalin reads Pisarev 
often, and the famous quotation 
that he uses at every opportunity is 
from Pisarev: “Legends pass away 
but deeds remain.” 

If Stalin is not reading and has 
any free time on his hands, he en- 
joys listening to a pianola that he 
keeps in his room. His favorite 
piece is the Dead March of Chopin. 
He also enjoys going to the ballet 
and the opera, especially to Verdi's 
Aida, and he often acts as a theat- 
rical censor. 

Stalin is consumed by an unac- 
countable desire to study. Some- 
how he feels that his Caucasian 
theological education did not equip 
him for the task of governing a 
world empire. A few years ago he 
decided to learn English and stud- 
ied it for a short time but soon 
Saw the hopelessness of the task 
and began trying to learn German 
instead, on account of the prospec- 
tive world revolution. But Stalin's 
facility at foreign languages does 
not seem to be very great, for he 
has not yet learned to speak Rus- 
Sian properly, although he has 
governed the country for years.
